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INTRODUCTION. 


The  number  of  live  births  in  Cardiganshire  in  1945  was  749, 
93  less  than  the  number  of  deaths. 

Of  the  840  deaths,  70%  occurred  among  old  people,  20% 
between  the  ages  of  45  and  65,  and  only  9%  among  children 
and  young  people. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  lung  tuberculosis,  the  disease 
which  causes  most  of  the  deaths  in  the  young  person  group  was 
24,  exactly  that  of  1944,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record  for 
the  County. 

Infantile  mortality  was  low,  less  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales.  Maternal  mortality  was  a little  higher. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  measles  or  infantile 
diarrhoea,  only  one  from  whooping  cough,  and  one  from  diph- 
theria. The  last  death  was  that  of  a child  who  had  not  been 
inoculated  against  the  disease. 


On  the  whole,  therefore,  1945  was  a good  year  for  health.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Midwives  Act. 

During  the  year  forty-six  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
county.  Of  these,  five  were  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Maternity  Home,  four 
were  employed  in  private  practice,  thirty-three  were  employed  by  local  district 
nursing  associations  and  the  remaining  four  were  in  Emergency  Maternity 
Hospitals. 

The  Supervisor  paid  one  hundred  and  eighty  six  visits  to  midwives  in  their 
districts.  No  case  of  malpractice  or  breach  of  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  was  reported.

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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 


The  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Com- 
mittee of  the  County  Council,  which  is  a sub-committee  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  meets  quarterly. 

For  female  patients,  the  Cardiganshire  County  Council  has  made  provision 
jointly  with  other  counties  at  the  West  Wales  Joint  Counties  Institution,  Pantglas, 
Carmarthen. 

Male  patients  are  sent  to  institutions  belonging  to  other  authorities,  e.g.  the 
Driffield  Institution  and  Caersws. 

Supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  5 males  and  10  females  were  in  institutions  under  Order, 
and  2 males  under  16  years  of  age  were  under  guardianship. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT. 

The  care  of  blind  persons  and  the  prevention  of  blindness  is  controlled  by  two 
Committees — the  Cardiganshire  Association  for  the  Blind  and  a Sub-Committee  of 
the  Cardiganshire  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  Certifying  Officer  is  the  County  M.O.H.,  who  refers  special  cases  to  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

During  the  year  20  persons  were  admitted  to  the  register  and  19  names  were 
removed.  The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  215. 


TREATMENT  OF  CANCER. 

Cancer  patients  are  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals  belonging  to  the  County 
Council  : — County  Hospital,  Aberaeron;  Public  Assistance  Institution,  Aberystwyth, 
and  the  Public  Assistance  Institution,  Lampeter. 
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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER.

The  Licensing  Authority  is  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council. 

The  sanitation  of  the  buildings,  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  and  the  absence 
of  tuberculosis  in  those  who  handle  the  milk,  are  certified  by  the  medical  and  sanitary 
officers.  The  cows  are  examined  half-yearly  by  a veterinary  surgeon  and  samples 
of  milk  are  taken  every  three  months  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  examined 
bacteriologically  at  the  laboratory. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  nine  Accredited  licences  and  three  hundred  and 
sixteen  T.  T.  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  compared  with  393  and  210 
respectively  for  the  previous  year. 


PATHOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS. 

Wassermann  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea.  All  other 
chemical  and  bacteriological  work  during  1945  was  done  in  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Aberystwyth. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Children  of  pre-school  age  are  dealt  with  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  those  of  school  age  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee. Cases  are  examined  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon  four  times  a year,  and  those 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff. 
Seventy  five  individual  cases  were  seen  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon  during  the 
year.  Ten  received  hospital  treatment.
